MINERS" DEMANDS REFUSED. 


Anturuvlttt Coul Operator* InHUe an 


Ultimatum. 


New York. Sept. U.—An ultimatum lias 


boen iiuiued hy the uuthraeite coul opera- 
tors iu which the demands of the United 
Mine Workers of America are uncondi- 
tionally uud definitely refused and in 
which the operators decline to hereafter 
recognize thnt lahor organization in auy 
way. This decision was arrived at after 
an art day meeting in this'city which was 
attended by repiesentatives of almost ail 
the large producers, among them the 
Lackawannu. the Lulilgh. the Reading, 
the Delaware and Hudson coal companies 
•mil about 40 others. At this meeting a 
:omniittt'f was appointed to formulate a 
statement of the position taken by tins 
producers and their reason for it. 


In this statement the United Mine 


Workers of America are accused of at- 
tempting to niis.le.id the public by Making 
various false statements. While this la- 
bor organization claims a membership 
••omprising nearly all the mine workers, 
ibout 143,000 in number, the producers 
;ay that investigation shows that ouly 10 
per cf-nt, or about 14,000, of all the em- 
ployees of the entire anthracite region 
lire members of the organization and that 
only a small percentage of the members 
desire to strike. 


The committee declares that the earn- 


ings of the mine workers have not been 
reduced in more than 20 years, notwith- 
standing periods of business depression 
and reductions in the soft coal regions, 
which reductions enabled the soft coal op- 
erators to take away a large percentage 
of business formerly supplied by anthra- 
cite conl. The miners' wages are based 
on payments of so much pet- car or per 
ton of prepared coal, and difference in 
veins determines the different amount of 
work to be done to attain the same re- 
sult. 


"The average prices of anthracite coul 


are no higher today than in recent years,'* 
says tlie statement, "and they are much 
below those received in 1892. The profits 
of the business have decreased with the 
increased cost of mining coal at greater 
depths and with the general Hie iu prices 
lor materials used." 


The committee admits that tho price of 


$2.7."> for a keg of powder charged the 
miners is ranch above its present cost. 
But the committee maintains that this 
price was fixed by agreement and that it 
Is used us u basis for arming at the rat? 
paid a miner fpr the coal mined and that 
a miner paying $li.7f> a keg receives in 
net earnings iis much for bis work as the 
miner pa} ing only $1.50 per keg.

PROGRESSING FAVORABLY. 


The IVewotlntionH Toward the Settle- 


ment of the CI»ln*»e ftut'stlon. 


Washington, Sept. t>.—Within the lasl 


24 hours the United States government 


h received from its representatives at 


foreign capitals much material in forma 
tion in regard to the attitude of the pow- 
rs on the Itusshm proposal to evacuate 
Peking. These give the general nature of 
:he responses made to Russia by certai;. 
of the powers. It is stated authoritative- 
ly that if there wfts at any time a pros, 
pect of a serious international clash this 
lias, been very largely if not entirely re- 
moved by the harmonious character of 
the communications the several govern 
mcnts are making. 


The exact nature of the responses is not 


made public by the state department. f>>r 
there are yet some replies to *.* transmit- 
ted, and until all of them are in the nega- 
tiations, are considered in such an iucoin 
plete form that they will not be mudi 
public. It is said, however, that the an- 
swers go much beyond the tentative char- 
acter of those heretofore referred to and 
are of. a conclusive nature, so far as 
showing the purposes of the governments, 
although they may not be regarded us 
conclusive in accepting or rejecting the 
particular proposition advanced by Rus- 
siii. 


The responses are understood to be 


rather long and somewhat argumentative, 
similar in this respect to the American 
response. This very fact is a cause for 
congratulation among officials, as they 
point out that there is no disposition to 
treat the proposal with terseness or in 
nny manner to give offense, but rather to 
bring the powers together on a common 
basis. On the whole the general tendency 
of the responses is such as to give entire 
satisfaction here as to the course of the 
negotiations. 


The satisfactory progress of tbe nego 


tintionsj along these lines has had the ef- 
fect of directing attention to the person 
nlity of the envoys who probably will rep- 
resent the powers and China in the final 
settlement. The impression prevails her* 
that Mr. Conger is eminently fitted for 
such a task on the part of the United 
States, supposing that each of the powers 
interested in the Chinese problem is to 
have a separate and individual represent- 
ative. Mr. Rockhill's name is mentioned 
us an alternate in case Mr. Conger does 
not cnre to remain in Peking or to partici- 
pate in the settlement. These suggestions, 
however, aro nil speculative, for up to 
this time tho state department has not 
conferred the accessary special .powers 
npon nny person to represent tho govern 
ment in the final negotiations. 


If the present state of affairs in China 


13 protracted until the arrival there ot 
Field Marshal Count Waldersce, which 
thmilr! occur in about ten days or n fort- 
night, it i« not to bo doubted that the gov 
fnnnent 6f Germany will endeavor to 
lave all the negotiations with the Chinese 
fovernmertt conducted through that offl- 
tlnl as a representative, not of Germany 
nlone, but of all the powers. It is gather- 
i-d that strong arguments will be advanc 
od to support the advisability of conv 
bined action through one agency in tin- 
manner usxtho best means of securing I 
speedy and generally satisfactory termi- 
nation of tha CUinese troublt.

"Check workers," said a veteran dc- 
ectivc, "arc the busiest of all the dis>- 
louest class and the hardest to keep i 
rack of. They are at it the whole year 
ountl and cause the police a lot of both- 
r, because they vary -their methods so 
uiueh. 
Those fellows get up a new 


eheuio every day. 
Some of them are 


eally men of genius who could make a 
good living with their brains and their 
ongues in almost any other line if they 
•aied to do so. 


The most interesting perhaps of all 


his class are not really cheek workers at 
all. 
I allude to the meu who make it 


heir business to gi«t genuine signatures 
o bona fide checks unknown to the sign- 
cis. They are the modern development 


C the no\v almost extinct class of sharp- 
ers who used to drivo through the coun- 
ty getting responsible farmers to sign 
nacbinery contracts, lightning'rod agiee- 
nents or anything, in fact, which might 
)e torn in two and become a promissory 
note which could be negotiated at a 
>ank. In spite of the fact that every 
'armer nowadays takes a paper of some 
iicd in which these frauds aie exposed 
victims are yet not hard to find. 


"One scheme that was worked widely 


some years ago was very ingenious. The 
chief actor in the little financial comedy 
drove up to the house of a prosperous 
Inrmer anil represented himself to be a 
ircuit riding minister of the gospel. He 
requested shelter for the night and was 
lospitnb'ly received. Just about roth-ing 
Ime a couple drove up and askca tho 
firmer whore a miuister could be found 
o marry them, and of course the circuit 
•idcr got the job. 
At the conclusion of 


the solemn words that made the tup- 
posed elopers man and wife the farmer 
was delighted to sign his name as wit- 
ness to an elaborate marriage certificate 
which the minister fashed up fioni his 
ittle black grip. 
In tho nioitiiag that 


jiguatuic appeared nt n bank m t'he 
neighboring town nt the foot of a check 
!or a laige amount and w»b cashed with- 
out question. 


"The certificate was printed-on heavy 


cardboard, and \vheicvcr names or dates 
were to be written in the cardboard wn-s 
cut away with a beveled edge, and tUi> 
writing was done on smooth paper past- 
ed on the back of the cortilicate and 
showing through the beveled holes. Be- 
;weeu the two sbwts of pasteboard, how- 
ever, a blank check had been inseitod, 
so that its signatiue hue came right un- 
lor the opening left for the witness, and 
n consequence the farmer -\\as actuul- 
y signing a check on his bank when he 
good naturedly \\itnesscd the fake wod- 
iiug. 


"Extraordinary pains arc taken by foig- 


eis to secure the boua tide signatures of 
wealthy men. A successful plan in ono 
case was to present a petition relating 
to u sc\\er in the big muu'a own ward. 
:ind a score of other names, given in 
good faith, wore secured before the bice 
man was appicached. lie was caught 
\\here theio was no pou and ink handy 
and sigucd the petition with a hard, 
blunt pencil that was gheu him, unwit- 
tingly signing at the same time a check, 
through the transfer paper underneath. 
Over $700 was secured ou that trick. 


"As a rule, ho\ve\er, the signature is 


all that is wanted. If one of the agents 
can secure a real check written by ono of 
their intended victims, it is an occasion 
for 
rejoicing. 
One successful check 


vioikor had a method that pulled the 
exports for a long time. The signatures 
on tho checks he piescated wcie so ap- 
parently genuine that even the men on 
whom the swindles v>cm 
perpetrated 


could not swear they IK ere forgoiiet.. ex- 
cept from the fact that they could tiot 
remember 
ever 
ha\ing 
signed 
such 


chocks. It was at last discoveicd that 
the fellow first secured n signatiue, had 
a zinc etching made from it, took a 


atiiK of the zinc engraving and into 


this matiix cast a %ory hard uibber com- 
position, which retained just enough of 
its elasticity not to show any traces of 
embossing on the paper receiving tho im- 
print from it. 
With tbo composition 


stamp he was able to produce duplicates 
of a signature that could not be told from 
the'original, 


"So 
many 
precautions 
have 
been 


thrown around checks by people who deal 
largely in them that it is now almost 
impossible to make, for instance, an $80 
check out of an $8 one. Tinted and en- 
graved paper that would instantly show 
the effect of acids or mechanical era- 
sures began the work that the check per- 
forator completed, and after a few un- 
successful attempts to plug up the holes 
and repcrforate the check raiser tuinrd 
his peculiar talents in another direction. 


"The genuine 'check worker' is a man 


who, by plausible story and glibness of 
tongue, contrives to pass a woithloss 
check. The usual course of operation i<= 
to purchase goods after banking hours- 
and present a check calling for more than 
the amount purchased. Hotels and sa- 
loons seem to be particularly unfortunate 
in check transactions, though no line of 
business is free from attack. 


"One smooth device, though, was that 


practiced by a gifted young fellow who 
would secure a position and hold it long 
enough to gain the confidence of his em- 
ployers. Ue was often placed in posi 
tions of trust where be could have made 
away with large sums; but, so far as 
known, he never stole a cent. When the 
time was rpe for his coup, however, no 
ties would hold him. He invariably fell 
heir to a 'legacy' which was paid him 
hi the form of a check, mailed him by a 
confederate. His employers were glad to 
indorse the check for so creditable an 
employee, and as soon as he got the 
money he vanished as completely as ii 
the earth had swallowed him up. The 
details were exactly the same in almost 
a dozen cases that wore reported, but 
the trouble was they were never reported 
until after the damage was done and the 
smoothest of all the 'check workers* was 
in a place of safety."—New York News,

$OUTH DAKOTA'S WIND CAVE. 


It In go Intensive Thttt Some People 


Suy tlio State In Hollow. 


The good people of South Dakota re- 


fRid Wind cnve as the tenth wonder of 
!lu> world. From surface indications it 
\\oukl soi'in that a laitfi part of the state 
is hollow, and the extent of Wind cave 
is unknown. It was discovered in 1877 
by a notorious character known aa 
"Lame Johnny," who distinguished him- 
self on several Occasions by holding up 
the Deaduood stage and ambushing car- 
avans of unwary tmelers. HiS lack of 
prudence iu one of these adventures re- 
sulted iu a "necktie party" which ended 
Johnny's career, so that he was not able 
to 
pioiit by his discovery, 
J. B. 


McDonald lodisoovered the phenomenon 
in 1884 by finding a large gap iu the 
plain through which the wind was pour- 
ing out v\ilt[ great force, like the draft of 
a (.hiiunt'j. There are similar vent holes 
at frequent intervals over the prairie, and 
tho people of this neighborhood 
claim 


that seioisil have been opened within the 
last few jwirs. 


The cavo is divided into chambers. 
It 


is asserted that more than 3,000 different 
looms httie already 
been 
discovered, 


varying in size from 12 feet in diameter 
to over three acres, and this is believed 
to bo only a small portion of the cavern. 
The cave ceiling is not so high that of 
Mammoth cave, and the geologic forma- 
tions are not as wonderful as those of 
Ltiray, but it has many attractions, and 
one in particular—the dryuess of the at- 
mosphere—\\ hich is said to afford instant 
and complete relief to asthmatic people. 
The temperature of the caVe is about 43 
dcgioes the ycnr round, being unaffected 
by th« \ arintions of the thermometer out- 
side, but the variations of the barometer 
arc sharnly perceptible. When the mcr- 
cuiy rises on the outside, a current of air 
flows into the cave and follows a certain 
direction. When the glass falls, this cur- 
rent changes and the nir flows iu another 
direction. This phenomenon has not been 
studied by competent meteorologists, but 
is so apparent that it attracted the at- 
tention of the early explorers of the can1 
yon. 


The effect of the air on the cave upon 


asthmatic people is equally peculiar. A 
puffcrer froni that disease finds imme- 
diate relief upon entering the cavo, anc 
there will be no return of the trouble foi 
several »luys after. This has suggested 
the possibility of a permanent cure foi 
such as cau have the privilege of visiting 
the cn\e frequently.—Chicago Record,

those xhorses that never did any more 
work t an he was obliged to. Not tha 
ho couldn't, but just because, like som 
people you run across, he was opposed t 
looking for work. Well, every company 
in the fire department has a certain dis 
trict to cover ou first alarms—that is 
every company responds to certain boxe 
on the first alarm and doesn't go to oth 
ers except ou sbecial or general alarms. 


"Well, sir, wo didn't have Georg 


many months before that horse came t 
know our district just as well as any o 
the men. He knew the boxes -we wen 
out to on the first alarm, and it is a fac 
that that horse got so that he'd wait an 
count the first round before he'd budg 
out of his stall. If the bos was not i 
our distiict, George would walk lelsnrel; 
to his place, but if it was one we wei 
due at on the fiist alarm he would rus! 
down to his place. 


"In those days we had to hitch up o 


eveiy alarm that came in, whether it wa 
in our district or not, and stand hitchpc 
for 15 or 20 minntes. George knew this, 
of courses and that was why he'd always 
take his time going to his place when the 
box wasn't in our district. And it's a 
fact that if. he was eating when an out- 
side box came in, he'd just keep on eating 
until the foreman yelled out to bring him 
down to his place. 


"Of course, uow and then George 


would miscount the bo*., and rush to his 
place on a box not in our district. But 
when he did make a mistake like that, 
•uhich vsas precious seldom, that horse 
would get so mad and feel so bad about 
it that he wouldn't get over it for a day 
or so."—Washington Star. 


I<ct Him Try the Sliovcl. 


"The average typewriter works harder 


than a man who shovels coal," said a 
youth who ought to know. 
"LeJ me 


prove this by cold figUrds," he continued." 
"The average typewriter carriage weighs 
four pounds. The average operator lifts 
the carriage fi\e times a minute. This 
means that he lifts 20 pounds every min- 
ute, or 1,200 pounds every hour. If he is 
lucky, he works .but eight hours n day. 
The carriage is lifted on an average 
seven inches every time it is raised, or 
173 feet every hour, or about a quarter 
ot a mile.each day. 
But, as the hand 


travels through as much space in lower- 
ing as in raising the carriage, and as tha 
strain is ns ereat, we must double these 
figures, which, means that the average 
operator lifts over two tons 14 inches 
each day, or two pounds-one-half mile.
